Tho taoaor Is tho 
el even til won by Varaity la tho nln»- 
toon soRsons that tho I&torcollglato 
hof! operated. 

OutUoking tho Mclll aquad and 
casUy outplaying the Red and White 
back dtvlalon. the Varsity team, on 
the day's play, undoubtedly deserved 
(ho vlotory. lilBpeclally in tho first 
half tbe Red and Whlto half Una waa 
decidedly woak, fumbling Vanity 
kicks at tlmea when tiie mlftakea 
proved most dsngerona, reaultlng tn 
tho Blue and White players taking 
ibe beat possible advantage of a loose 
ball and giving thorn two easy txies. 
one an eamad touchdown eoundng 
five pointa and the othar an un- 
earned try from' a tumble iMhtaiA the 
McOllI ' line^ wUoh netted the "Blae 
and .White three points. Beeldes 
these Varsity gained aoveraJi rongos 
as a direct result of loose play by 
tbaJled and White back division. 

McOUl'a -tone 'toaebdown-caote after 
a aerlea of big gatna made by the 
players on the Une, who bucked the 
ball practlcaUy tbo whole length of 
the field and finally, on the Varsity 
flve^ard Une, Notman waa given the 
leatber and went ttirough, the Blue 
and White right nlddlo for a touch- 
down.

No alibi is offered by the Red and 
White çqu^d 01*. its supporters for tho 
defeat op ^atprday. Toronto had 
easily the best of ti)ic play, during tho 
ganip with the exception of a few 
I minutes bcfore'half time and during 
a part of tho last quarter. Snydor 
who replaced Joe Taylor as kickiuK 
liBlf for the Varsity team, outkicked 
both Flanagan and Phillpotts, while 
tho frork of Drccn and "Red" .\Iac- 
Kensio, the other two Blue and White 
halves, was superior lo that of the 
McGin half line. With a brisk 
northweat. wind blowing down the 
fléïd It was a difficult matter to Judge 
catches, and after mistaking the first 
two puntK, arid then losing the ner- 
vices of Carroll, who bad to retire 
through Injuries received the first 
time he got into play, the back divi- 



sion seemed to go up In the air and 
did not gat prop«1y setUcd until the 
sooond half of the game. 

In the last two periods the Red and 
White halTes showed up to better ad- 
vantage «^tb.thj» result that Varsity 
only Inoreued' Its 'score by three 
pointa, while McGIll . register^l six 
counters. This was largely due to 
the excellent rugby played by Phlll- 
pottfl, and the stellar work of the Mo- 
0111 line, which throughout the game 
had It . over the Varsity huskies de- 
spite weak support from bdiind. 

Despite tJhe mediocre. showing made 
by the backs the Bad and White team 
played n game a( which they have 
little raaaon to be ashamed. Plght- 
Ing an uphllt batUe with the breoka 
all gain*,, égaillât them, the players 
showed thst'lndonittable spirit which 
Is ebaractadaUa of a McGlll squad 
when it is forced to play with lU back 
to the Une. Nvver thronghout tho 
game did the men. give an Indh. and 
wb^ ground was lost through a bad 
break the tine came back strong 
every time ,and carried tho ptay back 
into the opposition ferritoo. 

McOlll has ervery reason to be proud 
of tho men who represented her In 
tbo ohamptOBship plaroff on' the 
gij}#ra|i on Saturday aftemoon. Bat- 
tling agaaist odds throughout tbe 
èfriiggld the pliyvra stayed with it 
to the last wttta a' dogged persever- 
ance which waa rewarded In fhov dy- 
ing momenta of tho gamo by a well- 
earned touchdown. \ The men accept- 
ed defeat graeefUlly, paying a high 
tribute to the sportsmantihlp which 
is engendered on the chalked- field at 
McGlIl. 

This excellent spirit was as marked 
among tho 1000 Red and White root- 
ers as among>the players. "Tecdles" 
Thompson' and Joe Wain had the con- 
tingent giving excellent support to 
tho team thronRhout thf, ^*io and 
the spirit of fair-play which pei^ 
meated the big McGill section was 
such as gives sanction to Intercolle- 
giate sport above all others. 

A feature of the day's Ranie was 
tho rouBlnn send-off (riven the play- 
ers as the first special pulled out 
from tho Grand Trunk station on 
Saturday morning, but that which 
was more touching and which indi- 
cated the Inspired spirit whieh do- 
minates student, act fitics at McOill 
was the welcome accorded the team 
when It arrived late Saturday even- 
ing. Rooters were there in larKe 
numbers to receive the plByerB.^and 
cheer them Just as lustily as if tho 



honors had come back with them, 
knowing full well that tho men had 
put everything they had into the 
game for the glory of McGill. 

Arrangementa for tho game at 
Queens were well carried out, and 
under the circumstances the match 
was played under the best posaiblo 
conditions. Officials of Uu^by at 
Queens bad Ihci touiporary stand.s 
well placed and the crowd of ove." 
4000 spectators, who witnessed the 
battle^ were well accommodated in 
the extra stands at each end of tbo 
grandstand and at both nds of th» 
field, besides In the regular staudii. 
The ground bad been cleared of all 
snow and sawdust had been spread 
over the gridiron, leaving the field 
In almost perfect condition for play- 
ing. 

Long bpfore two o'clock the crowd 
commenced to gather at the grounds 
and by the appointed time practically 
all the available space was occupied. 
Owing to a dealy in the arrival of the 
Varaity aqnad, due to McGill goeting 
possession of their bits for tbe jour- 
ney to the grounds, tho game did not 
start until after 2.46 and In the in- 
terval of waiting the Rooters' Clubs 
of tho two rival institutions gave 
their yells with a vim, keeping tho 
big crowd well entertained and In 
excellent spirits unUl the play com- 
menced.'

After 
bte game there was little excitement, 
tho Varsity supporters, contrary to 
xpectations, made little display but 
retired quietly though happily to 
their speçm .trilns .fftf,, |J»e Journey 
back to 'Toronto. 

Varsity scored six points In the 
first quarter though working against 
the wind. In the hrst minute of 
play Snyder kicked td Flanagau ,wbo 
waa, forced to ronge. whUe in Iho last 
few minutes Russell in attempting a 
mnning catch, slipped at Uin wrong 
moment and tho ball bounced off his 
chest into Fish ors hands, tho Varsity 
otitside wing having little trouble in 
slipping over in the comer for an 
easy touchdown, which MacKenzle 
failed to convert After Varsity had 
gained its first point tbe Mclll lino 
on a series of bucks in which Murphy, 
Notman and Anderson figured prom- 
inently, carried tbe play to Varsity's 
four yard line but fslle dto get over.
